[Text] What is the relationship between ideological-political work and party 
leadership? What is the important significance of strengthening | Jeological- 
political in strengthening the party's leadership? thie article te a discus- 
sion of the views on the issue. 


What is leadership? It is to lead the masses in a definite direction. What 
kind of state ie considered the achievement of the party's leadership role? 

Ic ie when the masses believe in and support the party's ideas, consciously 
and voluntarily march in the direction pointed out by it, and consciously and 
voluntarily etruggle for the realization of ite ideas. Such a state is called 
the achievement of the party's leadership power. 


How does the party win the trust and support of the masses? How does it attain 
the stage where the masses consciously and voluntarily march in the direction 
pointed out by it and consciously and voluntarily struggle for the realization 
ot ite ideas? It hinges on the party's work on the masses. What kind of work? 
Firet of all, it is to propose correct lines and policies and point out to the 
masses the direction and the path, the goal of struggle and the current action 
tasks. Next, it is to make the masses believe in and understand, by means of 
id ological-political work, that the party's ideas are correct and compatible 
with their own interests and demands (including both current and long-range), 
thereby winning their trust and support. Lastly, all the party members, by 
means of a high degree of consciousness, discipline and the spirit of self- 
sacrifice in their work to realize the party's various ideas, develop their 
backbone and vanguard effect, thereby winning the praises and support of the 
masses by practical actions. When these are attained, the party will have 
achteved its leadership power and gained the leadership position. 


Therefore, whether the party can achieve leadership power and truly occupy the 
leadership position and whether it is the party in power and has the adminis- 
trative authority to issue orders are two different things, and there is no 
inevitable link between them. 














During the pertod of Guomindang control, our party was underground and possese~ 
ed no administrative power of the estate, but it did have leadership power and 
was followed by the masses, Take the condition of the "9 December Movement" 
for tnatance: The Guomindang held the administrative power of the state, but 
it oppressed the people, advocated surrender to the Japanese aggressors and 
persisted in the civil war, Therefore, the masses paid no heed to ite words, 
refused to follow it, and rebelled against it. Our party advocated cessation 
of the civil war and firm resistance of the Japanese aggressors. By means of 
ideological-political work on the broad masses through party and revolutionary 
masse organizations and the vanguard and exemplary actions of the party members 
and progressives around the party, our party's correct stand won the sincere 
support of the broad masses. 


Hesides, in the bases where we resisted Japan, our party held a part of the 
political power and administrative authority. Under the difficult conditio.s, 
our party had the sincere support of the masses, which often willingly sacri. 
ficed everything in support of the war against Japan. The party's prestige 
wae high and ite leadership position strong. Was it only because it held a 
part of the administrative authority? No. Mainly it was because our party's 
stand was compatible with the intimate interests and demands of the masses. 
With ite powerful ideological-political work, our party inspired the national 
and clase awareness of the masses and educated and attracted them. The spirit 
of self-sacrifice and the vanguard and exemplary effect of our cadres and 
party members in the arduous struggle to defend the people's interests, the 
first to charge the enemies and the last to retreat, the first to suffer the 
hardships and the last to enjoy the comforts, won the confidence and support 
of the massec, making them follow the party willingly. 


Therefore, tdeological-political work is an important link, an extremely 
important aspeci, for the party to gain leadership position and achieve leader- 
ship power. With only administrative power, issuing orders, but without strong 
ideological=political work, the party's leadership power is a mere empty 
phrase. 


This article will not elaborate on the formulation of correct lines and poli- 
cles and the party members’ vanguard and exemplary effect. We will only dis- 
cuss here the important significance of ideological-political work after the 
party's correct lines and policies have been decided. 


After the correct lines and policies have been decided, to make the masses 
understand the relationship of such lines and policies with their own intimate 
interests requires ideological education, explaining to them the conditions 
and reasons.In regard to their doubts, we must hold discussions with them; in 
regar. to their muddled understandings, we must explain them persuasively and 
matter-of-factly. Put in a general way, all such work is called ideological 
guidance. The difference between man and animals is that man can think and 
ponder problems. As long as he becomes convinced and understands clearly, he 
will develop his enthusiasm and consciously and firmly follow the party. Some 
of our comrades are not accustomed to such method. They are accustomed to 
making decisions and issuing orders. When they are asked about anything, they 








will either nod or shake their heade and call it the party's leadership. As 
for the views, probleme and questions of the masses, they are uninterested and 
unconcerned, As pointed out by Comrade Mao Zedong in “Anti-Liberalien,” “when 
they see the masses, they do not propagandize, agitate, give speeches, investi~- 
gate, make inquiries or feel concerned for their difficulties, buc treat them 
with indifference, forget that they, themselves, are Communiat Party members 
and confuse the Communist Party members with the ordinary people." When a 
party member, a cadre, adopte euch an attitude toward ideological-political 
work, it is actually abandoning the party's leadership responsibilities and 

its leadership power, 


In daily political life, one will constantly hear all kinds of comments, views 
and opinions, especially on the momentous political tesues, such ase the demo~ 
cratic reform and the path of China's development. They may be correct, 
basically correct, muddled, unclear or erroneous. They may be well-meaning 
eritictems and suggestions or vicious attacks and slander. They may be advo~ 
cating the Marxist, the bourgeois, the feudaliet or the petit bourgeois 
anarchist viewpoint, or they may be attacking the party and the socialist 
system. The spread of such different political viewpoints among the masses is 
actually the struggle of the various political tendencies and forces for leader- 
ship power, striving for the support and following of the masses. Under this 
situation, the party organizations, party members and party cadres must step 
forward bravely, support the correct viewpoints unequivocally, argue against 
the erroneous ideas and comments and refute the views against the party and 
the socialist system. This also is an important aspect in upholding the 
party's leadership power and an important content of our ideological-political 
work. We notice at times that some party members and party organizations, 
under such a situation, adopt a “detached attitude," "not getting involved" 
and not refuting. This is extremely wrong. They forget the party's leadership 
responsibilities and abandon its leadership role. It will result in the loss 
of the party's leadership power, permitting the masses to follow the wrong 
political tendencies and forces. 


Therefore, strengthening ideological-political work has an extremely important 
significance in upholding and strengthening the party's leadership. Each and 
every party member and each and every party organization must give serious 
attention to this work.

PROPOSALS PRESENTED FOR CONSTITUTIONAL REVISION

(Excerpt/ Editorial Note: The third session of the Fifth NPC 
passed a resolution to revise the Constitution of the PRC and 
to set up a commission for the revision of the Constitution. 
The work of revising the Constitution is now in progress. The 
Constitution is the basic and supreme law of the state and has 
a bearing on the basic interests of the whole people. Its 
revision is not only a responsibility of the legislative 
organs, but relies also on the common concern of the whole 
people, so that this great task may be accomplished jointly 
under the leadership of the party. The editorial department 
has recently received a number of articles which will be 
publisied for discussion. 


1. Drawing From the Lessons of 30 Years of Experiences and Using Foreign Constitutions 
for Reference 


The present revision of our country's Constitution happens to come in this new era 
when the clamor for a reform of the legal system gets louder and louder and when a 
full-scale economic readjustment is being launched. We must not act merely because 
“circumstances have changed in the course of time,” merely do patchwork on some 
obsolete sections and have done with it. The present revision of the Constitution, 
undertaken as a very significant move to reform the state system, in particular the 
political system, must be based on a comprehensive reexamination and deep-going 
summing up of the successful experiences as well as the lessons of defeat during the 
10 years of building up our state. It is particularly necessary to effect a deep- 
going Ss. ming up of the serious lesson of the 10 years of turmoil when the Consti- 
tution frivolously was torn to shreds. 


Our state is a socialist state, a progressive state, but at the same time a state 
which has had a long history of feudalism and been intensely influenced by it, thue 
it is rather lacking in democratic traditions and its legal system is rather feeble. 
We must therefore truthfully admit that there are many countries ahead of us in 

their thoroughness in eliminating feudalism. In the constitutions of such countries, 
some parts may not be applicable, but there may also be some parts that are worth 








considering as references. In these parts we may find condensed the achievements of 
foreign peoples in their centuries of struggle against feudal dictatorship and 

fasciam, Toward these achievements we have no reason to adopt a nihilist or presumptuous 
attitude, but must critically study them. Facts have proven that there is no way to 
evade certain questions of a common validity, there is no escaping from them. For 
instance, in the past we have always refused to recognize the principle of the 
separation of the three branches of state power, now we have finally come to realize 
ite ceasonableness after experiencing the danger of too high a degree of centralization 
ot state power. As to abolishing the system of cadres in leading positions holding 
office de facto for life, this is a very recent result of our summing up the 
experiences in proletarian dictatorship in our country; it is in effect "falling into 
the pit, gaining in one's wit.” Many countries in the world stipulate in their con- 
stitutions certain limits in the time that leadership positions may be held for con- 
secutive terms. If we actively, on our own initiative and discriminatingly adopt 
sensible elements from foreign constitutions, we will be less likely to “fall into 
pits” and “gain more wit.” 


2. The Constitution Must Be Substantial in Content and Its Articles Concise 


Comparing the constitutions of various countries in the world, we easily notice an 
interesting phenomenon: In countries in which feudalism has been very thoroughly 
overcome, which have had a very long democratic tradition and a comparatively strong 
and healthy legal system, the constitutions are always very detailed, the provisions 
in the various articles very concrete, diction is usually restrictive and meaning is 
Clearly expressed. These constitutions are therefore in general very long. On the 
other hand in countries with a serious remnant force of feudalism, centralization of 
power, not well-developed democracy and legal systems, the constitutions are extra- 
ordinarily simple, without concrete provisions in many of their important articles, 
leaving much leeway for willful interpretations by those wielding power. At times 
things that should be clearly determined in the constitution are disposed of by the 
phrase “will be determined by law." (Everybody knows that in general, procedure for 
the enactment and amendment of laws is much simpler than for the constitution.) 


As regards length, our country's Constitution is one of the shortest in the world, 
and this is hardly a good point. Let us quote an example: 


All previous constitutions stipulate that citizens shall freedom of speech 
without the least indication of any restrictions, but in actual fact innumerable 
restrictions have been introduced from outside the constitution, such as: “Spreading 
of poisonous ideas is forbidden!" “Spreading reactionary ideas is forbidden!” But 
what exactly is a “poisonous weed?" Are all plants allowed to grow to a certain 

time when a distinction will be made, and will the poisonous weeds then be plowed 
under as fertilizer, or should they not be allowed to appear at all? Among those who 
spread the “poison,” which are to undergo ideological criticism, and which should be 
sent to jail in chains? This can be interpreted almost completely at will. 


I hope the new constitution will avoid this pithy style (which does not mean, the 
longer the better), be more explicit and clearly prescribe what expressions are for- 
bidden: (1) propagation of murder, terrorism, and undisguised pornography, also 
pornographic Literature that may harm our youths physically and mentally; (2) insti- 
gating youths to commit crimes; (3) inciting to sabotage of the social public order, 











inciting to violence, inciting people to infringe on another persons’ personal 
freedom; (4) propagating the use of violence in effecting changes in the state 

organs elected by the people, or changes in their personnel; (5) divulging state 
secrets by persons who within the scope of their duties come into contact with 

highly secret matters, or stealing of state secrets to abet the enemy or to sell 

them for gain by persons who are not entitled to have access to highly secret matters 
within the scope of their duties. 


Any communication of one of the above five types is a violation of the law (whether 

to add more, may be the subject of further study), whether done verbally or in writing. 
When the acts are being committed, they may be stopped by the judicial organs. 

Atter the acts have been committed, they may be dealt with according to law and with 
due consideration for the seriousness of the offenses. Apart from these five (or 
possibly more) types of speech clearly forbidden by law, no willful restrictions must 
be imposed on the freedom of speech of the citizens (mutual criticism and discussions 
are of course permissible). 


As to the prohibition of libelous statements, that is not a simple problem. Whether 
one man's speech libels or maliciously and falsely accuses another person is difficult 
to determine and one cannot declare a certain statement a false accusation when it 

is being made. It is even less permissible for citizen A, declaring himself to be 

the victim of a frameup, directly to interfere and punish citizen B for making 
“Libellous” statements. All that citizen A may do is to petition the law court; the 
law court will investigate and only then will it determine whether B has committed 

a Malicious, false accusation and impose an appropriate penalty on him. If B's 
statement was indeed an intentional false accusation, he must be dealt with according 
to criminal law. If B's statement was revealing true facts, then A would be guilty 

of false accusation, the false accusation would then be turned around and a penalty 
would have to be imposed on A. If B's statement falls somewhere in between and there 
are merely certain deviations from the truth, the law court should institute mediation. 
All these methods of dealing with various situations will prevent people from using 
freedom of speech to slander and maliciously accuse other people, and it will also 
prevent the crimes of slander and false accusations from being used to restrict the 
citizens’ freedom of speech. 


To sum it all up, a freedom of speech that is explicitly limited is so much better 
than a freedom of speech that is not limited in the constitution but in actual fact 
can be restricted or misused at will. As to the other freedoms and rights of the 
citizens, there should, in the same way, be strict and explicit provisions as pos- 
Sible in the constitution. Apart from this, it would also appear very necessary to 
have in the constitution the most basic and most important principles of the 
election law, the law on criminal procedure, andthe law governing the organization 
of the state organs. A constitution which is so “abridged” as to leave out these 
important principles is a very imperfect constitution. 


i}. Specially Strict Provisions Must Govern the Amendment and the Suspension of the 
Constitution 


For a very long time, our Constitution has not had the respect that is due to the 
basic and supreme law of the land. During the years 1966-74, the Constitution was 
abrogated without any announcement and suspended without any formalities. The 








Fourth NPC, held in secrecy in January 1975, hastily passed a new constitution, 
Contradicting themselves, they proclaimed to “institute a comprehensive dictatorship.” 
and prescribed that the public security organs shall have the power to “approve” 

their own arrests of citizens. 


In view of these facts, I propose that the new constitution must have strict pro- 
visions determining the procedure for the amendment and suspension of the constituton, 
as follows: 


If the majority of the members of the Standing Committee of the NPC, or a majority of 
the standing committees of the people's congresses of provinces, municipalities, anda 
autonomous regions consider it necessary, the Standing Committee of the NPC may sub- 
mit and officially publish a draft amendment to the constitution. The masses shall 
have the right to participate in the discussion of the draft amendment and @ay also 
submit a draft constitution which they consider appropriate. Three to 6 months after 
official publication of the draft amendment to the constitution, the Standing Com- 
mittee of the NPC shall sum up the opinions from various quarters and submit the 
amended draft to the NPC for deliberation. On approval by at least two-thirds of 

the NPC and the additional approval within 6 months of at least two-thirds of the 
people's congresses of provinces, municipalities, and autonomous districts, the 
amendment to the constitution shall come into force. 


In case of an emergency due to an invasion of foreign forces or domestic riots, the 
head of state may issue an “emergency proclamation” to proclaim a state of emergency 
for the country and temporarily suspend certain articles of the constitution. The 
declaration of a state of emergency by the head of state must receive approval from 

the Standing Committee of the NPC within 1 month from its proclamation, and in addition 
be approved by the majority of the standing committees of the provinces, municipalities, 
and autonomous regions within 2 months. The state of emergency may last 6 months 

(from the date of its proclamation). If the emergency has not yet passed within 

half a year, approval must be sought again according to the above stated procedure. 

The “emergency proclamation" may then be extended for another half year. Conversely, 
if consent cannot be obtained from the Standing Committee of the NPC, or if approval 
cannot be obtained from the majority of standing committees of the people's congresses 
of provinces, municipalities, and autonomous regions, the head of state must promptly, 
within 10 days of the relevant vote, proclaim the emergency lifted, and all articles 

of the constitution shall again be in force. 


On such particularly important questions relating to the basic and supreme law, the 
people's congresses of provinces, municipalities, and autonomous regions, or their 
standing committees, shall allow greater opportunity for the people to fully express 
their opinions. Proceeding in the above mentioned ways will also be significant 

in case, by chance, a leading personality in the state, relying on his power and 
influence, would manipulate the NPC and defile public opinion, it would then be much 
easier to stop him. Of course, there is to be no need to stipulate such special 
procedures of checks and approvals for laws in general so as not to impede the 
efficiency of legislative work. 


4. The Slogan of the PRC Must Be: The Interests of the People Above Everything Else! 


The extended rule of the leftist line brought about utter confusion as to the 
question of what item should be placed highest in the concerns of our country. 
“Everything for the consolidation of the proletarian dictatorship,” but what is the 

















purpose of the dictatorship of the proletariat? "Por socialism and communism!” but 
if we now build socialism and cealize communism in the future, what is the purpose? 
lan't it to create a better and happier life for the people? The ultimate goal and 
the highest position in our country's concerns must therefore be the interests of 


the people. 


“Everything for the interests of the party,” but for whom doer the Chinese Communist 
Party exist? tlen't it again, to serve the people? 


“Everything for the victory of Marxism-Leninism!” but why does Marxism-Leninism deserve 
to be welcomed by us? Why is dogmatism so hateful? Ilaen't it because the former is 
beneficial for the people and the latter has inflicted the utmost harm on the people! 


To prevent another outbreak of insanity in questions of commonsense, to prevent that 
& slogen which was used in a certain era, a certain aspect, or a certain meaning, be 
raised up as the basic slogan to run the country; in order to reflect most forcefully 
the basic purpose and aim of our country, it is my suggestion that the constitution 
should clearly point out: “The slogan of the PRC is: The interests of the people 

to stand above everything else.” 


The interests of the people must stand above everything else, and everything must 
submit to the interests of the people. The interests of the people are either 
overall or partial interests,are long-term or immedi~ oCerests, are economic or 
political interests, etc. How to harmonize, how to . ify tiese interests, how to 
have the people gain even more benefits, these are q tions that must be continuously 
and thoroughly studied. The slogan “The interests o.  jeople must stand above 
everything else” will establish a basic goal which will brook no substitution and 
will provide ample room for broad developments in actual work of all kinds and for 
theoretical investigations. 


5. The Party and All Powers Belong to the People 


We recognize that “all powers belong to the people.” “All powers” of ccurse also 
comprises the right freely to elect the leadership. Any political party and any 
individual must submit to the test of the people and submit to the election process. 
Only those who have gained the trust of the veople may, for a certain term, serve as 
leaders of the people. On completion of their term, the people must carry out a 

new election. Only those who gain the continued trust of the people, may again serve 
as leaders of the people. The Chinese Communist Party is a party that strives for 
the liberation of the Chinese people and works for the happiness of the Chinese 
people, it is confident that its cause is a righteous one and that it will always 

be supported by the overwhelming majority. The people support the Communist Party 
because they trust its greatness, glory, and correctness. Even though our part 
committ 4 mistakes, especially when the serious leftist deviation of important 
leaders of the party during the Great Leap Forward and the great Cultural Revolution 
periods did harm to the party and also inflicted grievous damage on the state and 

the people, every fair-minded person can see that our party is willing and ready to 
correct its mistakes and is also capable of correcting them. Although many questions 
cannot be thoroughly solved overnight, our party's progress in recent years has been 


considerable, and precisely when our party itself proposed to make great efforts to 
promote socialist democracy. Not only the various party organizations demand 








development of democracy, but also the whole party will respect the democratic rights 
of the people, whieh includes tie right to elect periodically ite own leaders, It 

is the duty of the citisens to submit to the teadership of those elected by the vote 
of the majority. Whoever gete the majority of votes shall be recognized as leader 

by all the citizens, and on no account shall the constitution name the person whom 
the people shall submit to. If the party works effectively for the people and wit. 
an open mind learns from the people, the people will of course support the leadership 
of the party. Judging from the present conditions in China, we can be absolutely 
confident that the members of the Communist Party and the Communist Youth ‘ sague 

will be in the majority among representatives elected to the people's congresses at 
various levels. Should it even happen that in certain voting districts the 

communist candidate is not elected and a nonparty person is elected, there would 

be no reason fo. panic. The party organization must respect the will of the electorate 
and should conscientiously study why a nonparty person rather than a party member 
gained the support of the people and effect appropriate improvements. This would be 
very beneficial to overcome a blindness within the party, to improve one step further 
the party work style, and to improve the work of the party. If we were to label as 
“antiparty” any vote against a party member or any criticiem of the party during the 
election process, and if in addition we were to make it a crime=--"not to support the 
party leadership is a violation of the constitution"~-and if we further were, to 
intend to use these methods to consolidate the position of the ruling party, the 
result would merely be a consolication of bureaucratism and dogmatism, and this would 
be more of a hindrance than a help for the party. All the conditions in modern 
Chinese history have determined that the Chinese Communist Party is today the ruling 
party, but maintenance of the position of ruling party cannot, fundamentally, rely 

on the forces of violence or legal provisions. I, therefore, propose the following 
formulation to be adopted for the constitution in the question of party leadership: 


“After 100 years of heroic struggle, the Chinese people, under the leadership of the 
the CCP, finally, in 1979, gained the great victory in the new democratic revolution 
and established the PRC as « people's democratic dictatorship. The CCP is the main- 
stay in the Chinese people's revolution and reconstruction and is the force at the 
core of leadership in the various socialist undertakings. The PRC maintains a 
separation of party and government. The leadership role of the CCP is realized in 
the political line, principles and policies proposed by the party and adopted by the 
NPC, in the highly efficient work of party members who have gained the trust of the 
majority of the people and have been elected to puolic office, in the ideological and 
political work performed penetratingly and painstakingly by the party organization 
among the masses, and by the exemplary vanguard role played by the broad masses of 
‘ommunist Party Members.” 


At the same time, other provisions of the constitution must observe the principle of 
separation of party and government, and the abuse of having the party take the place 
ot government and not distinguishing between party and government must definitely be 
abolished. 


6. The Constitution Must Not Name Any Particular Person 
This question was not a problem in China before the Great Cultural Revolution and 


is not a problem in all other countries of the world. In the 1975 Constitution 
there appeared the phrase “Mao Zedong Thought,” and this was stepped up in the 1976 

















Constitution where we find “Chairman Mao,” “Great Leader and Teacher Chairman Mao 
Zedong,” “Chairman Mao Zedong is the founder of the PRC,” “The proletarian revo- 
lutionary line of Chairman Mao,” and then also “eternally raise high and resolutely 
defend the great banner of Chairman Mao,” etc, In three short sentences 4 person's 
fame if mentioned over five times, In the present amendment of the Constitution we 
are thus faced with an unusual problem, 


In my Opinion the constitution determines the position of the people, it is the supreme 
legal document that preseribes the character of the society and the basic system of 
the state, It is not a textbook for theories, nor is it co present conclusions on 
certain historical questions. It is also not to assess the merits or denerite or 
rights or wrongs of certain individuals. One must not rigidly insert the names of 
certain persons into the text of laws and particularly not into the basic law of the 
land, 


7. Establishing a Place for Diversified Economic Components 


The new constitution must definitely acknowledge that for a historical period of 
considerable length, China will be a place of diversified economic components legally 
existing side by side, a place in which the socialist public ownership, including 
state ownership and collective ownership, will be in an economically dominant position. 





8. Establishing the Office of State President 


The reestablishment of the office of state president may be considered for the fol- 
lowing three reasons: 


(1) The head of state is the highest leader who represents the country in all 
domestic and foreign affairs. He can directly guide the government, or he can 
appoint @ premier to run the day to day affairs of the government. However, he must 
not simultaneously head the legislative organ, because that would violate the prin- 
ciple of the separation of the three state powers and would in form and substance 
impair the independence of the legislative power. 


(2) The people's congresses and their standing committees are all representative 
organizations; their powers of office can only be exercised in the form of meetings. 
The investigation, research, and other such work are merely preparations for the 
meetings. Resolutions on such matters as legislation, supervision, examination and 
approval, appointments and discmissals, can only be brought about by the majority 
vote of the people's delegates or of the members of the standing committees. The 
presidents and the deputy presidents can only take care of the affairs of these 
assemblies and of certain organs. These individuals, other than the premier and the 
vice premiers, cannot, within the scope of the separationof tasks, directly decide 
ot deal with the affairs of state. On important matters of state, the presidents of 
the congresses and the presidents of the standing committes have on’ the power of 
one vote. If these limitations are exceeded, if the conveners of the people's con- 
gresses or standing committees actually assume the powers of exercising leadership 
and administering state affairs, that would indicate that the government system is 
not well organized and that its legal system is imperfect. 








(}) Eetablishing the office of state president would benefit the effective separation 
of tasks between party and government, and aleo benefit the continued stability of 
the political situation, 


The state president is president of the state defense council and commands tie 
armed forces, The state president proposes the premier for approval by the NPC, 


The following rules may be considered for the procedure of electing the state 
president: The Presidium of the NPC shall sum up the opinions of a11 delegations and 
present a list of candidates, If the list of candidates is very long, 4 primary 
élection may be held, and the NPC shall elect one of the two finalists as state 
president. The state president shall draw up a list of candidates for the positions 
of viee presidente, he list te contain twice the number of names in relation to the 
appointments to be made, and the NPC shall select the vice presidents from this list. 
The state president and the vice presidents may serve for at most one additional 
term, 


it can be assumed that the state president will be selected from men of highest moral 
integrity and prestige, enjoying the greatest love and esteem of the people. He need 
not coneern himself with the routine work of government. He is subject to recall by 
the NPC only in case he violates the constitution or the law. However the premier, 
even if he has not violated the law, may be replaced if his performance is too poor, 
if his political program cannot be approved by the NPC or if he cannot cooperate 
harmoniously with the NPC, the replacement to be effected by having him resign, or 
by a noneconfidence vote of the NPC. The state president may then present a new list 
of candidates for the NPC to approve another appointment. That is to say, when there 
is a chance in the leadership personnel, the state president need not be changed. 
This would contribute to the stability of the political situation in the country. 


In case the state president should consider it necessary, he may convene 4 supreme 
State Council to be participated in by the state vice presidents, the president of 

the NPC Standing Committee, the premier, the chairman of the CCP Central Commitee 

and responsible personalities of the democratic parties. This would be a meecing for 
the exchange of opinions. Opinions expressed at this meeting with regard Lo important 
affairs of state shall be transmitted by the state president to the NPC or its 
Standing Committee, to the State Council and to other parties concerned for their 
deliberation and decisions according to the procedures prescribed by law. 


9. The NPC To Be Empowered To Control the Strategic Decisions Governing All Work 
Throughout the Country 


In determining the powers of the NPC, the three Constitutions of 1954, 1975, and 
1978, “left out” an article about the power to control the strategic decisions 
governing all work throughout the country, but this article indeed would have 
greatly affected the fate of the Chinese people. In 1957 the entire country 

turned from “rectification” to “antirightist" action without any consultation of 

the NPC, and over 500,000 people were falsely branded as “right-wingers” in that 
“plot.” Due to the “great strategic plan” set up for the Great Proletarian Cultural 
Revolution by certain individuals in leadership positions, the “masters of the 
state,” together with the “highest authorities,” became muddleheaded, changed their 
political stand and were badly battered. In September of 1975, all trades and 














prolessions were still on the task of “rectification,” when suddenly in October 

the eriticiom of "Shui hu /Mater Margin/” was started with great fanfare, The masses 
and the people's delegates could not figure out what kind of 4 movement was on and 
only Later came to know that it wae to be the movement "to oppose rightist reversion 
of previous verdicts.” For so many years our people have suffered typhoon~like 
movements breaking loose over their heads for a number of complex reasons, Viewed 
from the perspective of the government system, a most serious Corrupt abuse consisted 
in the seeret concoction of a strategic plan of not soliciting the opinion of the 
people, and not obtaining approval of the NPC, for all work throughout the country 
with highly important strategic decisions. In this kind of a system even correct 
strategic decisions in politics or economics cannot be very effective, but if the 
decision is wrong, the harm will be much more grievous, 


Suggestions for strategic decisions on work throughout the country may be presented 
by the CCP Central Committee, the State Council, and the head of state as also by 
the people's delegates, but they must be put into effect only after they have been 
voted through by the NPC. 


| suggest that the new constitution prescribe that the NPC have two annual regular 
meetings at fixed dates. In ite report to the NPC on the work of the government, the 
State Council shall present ite administrative program, including the comprehensive 
work plan and its important strategic decisions. The NPC may, after deliberation, 
approve the government's administrative program, but may also disapprove, ask for 
amendments, or ask that it be postponed. At the same time, the broad masses will 
then also undergo a process of gaining an understanding of the administrative program, 
will be mentally prepared for all questions, and will also be able to express in 
various ways their own opinions. If an emergency arises when the NPC is not in 
session, the CCP Central Committee may make suggestions to the State Council. The 
special committees of the NPC Standing Committee may invite specialists to par- 
ticipate in the study of the report submitted by the State Council on amendments of 
its administrative program and present its findings to be discussed and voted on by 
the plenum of the NPC. Any administrative program that has been submitted to the 
above procedure, examined and approved, becomes a bill. If the government does not 
abide by it in its work, or does another thing without renewed examination and 
approval (excepting administrative emergency measures in particular circumstances), 
this would be a breach of law and the NPC may address an enquiry to the responsible 
person in the government or institute an impeachment procedure. 


10. Members of the NPC Standing Committee Should “Stand By” for Work 


Some things now are strange indeed. A number of our organizations have swelled up 
and become overstaifed, but the NPC Standing Committee has become absolutely empty. 
Most of the about 200 members of the Standing Committee are not on the payroll of 

the Standing Committee and also do not attend the meetings to “stand by” for work. 


i suggest that the new constitution prescribe: Any delegate of the NPC who cannot 
maintain a workday of 8 hours must not be elected into the Standing Committee. Any 
delegate who due to changed conditions in his health could not attend the meetings 
of the Standing Committee for 60 or more days in the year, shall resign from the 
Standing Committee. 
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in view of our country's huge population, it is necessary to have a4 correspondingly 
large number of people's delegates, but except when the NPC is to decide on important 
questions, the routine duties do not require all delegates to attend, Not to have 
those highly respected and venerated delegates who are of failing health participate 
in routine work i6 4 most appropriate show of consideration and a most reasonable 
arrangement, It must be clear that a delegate's political status remains the same 
whether he is a member of the Standing Committee or not, because that ia merely a 
question whether he takes part in routine work, 


The NPC Standing Committee shall establish special committees. These special com- 
mittees shall ordinarily be responsible to the full Standing Committee. When the 
full NPC is in session, the special committees are the work organization of the NPC; 
they comprise: delegates credentials committee, legislative committe., committee 

for economic affairs (including industrial, agricultural, and trade affairs), budget 
and allocations committee (huge allocations must be examined and passed at enquiry 
meetings), military affairs committee, foreign relations committee, nationality 
affaire committee, judicial committee (also in charge of initial investigation of 
cases of impeachment), committee for culture, education, health, and sports, committee 
for news, broadcasting, television, and publications, committee for the selection, 
examining and testing of officials and other regular and temporary special committees. 
Fach committee is responsible for the investigation, study, supervision, examination 
and approval of matters concerning ite particular field, and in addition is also 
responsible to draft the laws relating to its field. The committees shall also 
effect initial examinations of legislative proposals from NPC members, the head of 
state and responsible members of the government, whereupon the committees shall send 
the draft laws to the legislative committee. The legislative committee is specifically 
charged with the study of the wole structure of the state systemand shall also study 
whether the legislative proposals received from various sides do not in any respect 
conflict with each other. After consultations with those concerned and amendments, 
the legislative committee shall finally send che draft law to the NPC or its Standing 
Committee for deliberation and adoption. 


The new constitution should also stipulate that the office of the NPC Standing Com- 
mittee be charged with the periodical publication of the NPC GAZETTE, NPC STANDING 
COMMITTEE GAZETTE, RECORD OF SPEBCHES, and COLLECTION OF LAWS. Material of a secret 
nature may be reserved for special issues of a reduced scale with delayed publication 
time. All other materials should be factually available to all the people to give 
the electorate at all times a clear understanding of the activities of the legis- 
lative organs and of the proposals of each delegate. This information is to serve 
ac important basis for the electorate to check on their delegates and to consider 
how to vote next time.

POLITICAL WORKERS MUST HAVE PROFESSIONAL COMPETENCE

|Text) Over the past few years, people have had no difference of opinion about 
the notion that doctors must be expert in medical techniques, factory directors 
must be well versed in the organization and direction of production, and cooks 
must master the techniques of cooking. However, regarding the question of what 
political work cadres should be expert in, opiniones are by no means unanimous. 
Many people consider that in the wake of the shift in emphasis in party work, 
political work cadres must, like professional and technical cadres, assiduously 
learn the techniques and the management of enterprises, to become experts in tech- 
nical work and the management of enterprises, This kind of understanding is 
definitely one-sided. In our opinion, political work cadres who do not under- 
stand production will surely not be able to do a good job of political work; how- 
ever, the aim and requirements of political work cadres and professional work 
cadres in stucylng techniques and enterprise management are not the same. Poli- 
tical work is a branch of science. It has its own independent work content and 
particular characteristics; this is the work of being the right kind of person, 
using proletarian ideology to overcome capitalist ideology and other nonprole- 
tarian ideologies, raising people's awareness and, along with building socialist- 
material civilization, building also a socialist-spiritual civilization. There- 
fore, the main part of the “expertise” of political work cadres is that they 
must be well versed in the branch of knowledge that is political work, and master 
the basic techniques of political-ideological work. Their aim in studying pro- 
fesslonal techniques and enterprise management is to become good at discovering 
people's tdeological problems through the actual practice of production and, 
through the solution of these ideological problems, to promote the development 

of economic work and, hence, to apply ideological-political work to the economic 
work itself and to each and every link in the process of production. Speaking 
from . e point of view of the real substance of the matter, that vague notion 
that supposes that all political cadres need to do is do a good job of studying 
technical things, and then they will be “expert” is nothing more than lowering 
the requirement of what is to be expected of political work cadres. 


Ideology is a thing of the spiritual world. Once an ideology consisting of con- 
cepts existing in a person's mind is formed, it does not change easily. Moreover, 
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no change in a person's ideology can be thoroughly eradicated by administrative 
orders or methods of force. Only Lirough independent pondering and ideological 
»truggle on the part of the person himself can he change his viewpoint, abandon 
errors, and accept progressive thinking. Political work cadres must persevere 

in principles, and in the face of problems involving great principles they must 
not yield or accommodate themselves to others' views, but they must persevere 

in the methode of patient persuasion and education; they must use reason to 
persuade people, emd wae emotion to move people, and this is aleo an art. To 
this end, every ce@re quest, along with conscientiously studying Marxism-Leninism, 
study soctology, peychology, human behavior, and education, and unceasingly en- 
rich his own knowledge and experience, At present, the ideology of the broad 
masses of cadres and the masses is dynamic, strong, and making progress. How- 
ever, there atill exist some erroneous ideologies and vague conceptions. This, 
then, demands that political work cadres, under the new circumstances, use a 

high degree of senee of responsibility to unify the people, educate the people, 
enable them to be Liberated from the fetters of all kinds of erroneous ideologies, 
and direct their enthusiasm into doing a good job of their unit's work and produc- 
tion, 


During the time of the 10 years of turmoil, political work was changed so as to 
consist of methods for singling people out for punishment, and political work 
cadres were pushed by Lin Bieo and Jiang Qing into becoming the opposite of pro- 
fessional and technical cadres. For this reason, it is quite understandable 
that today people would like to require political work cadres to study some 
technical things, and this is completely proper: however, along with this we 
must also do work among those who disparage political work and do not accept 
the fact that political work is a science. We must change their mistaken atti- 
tude towards political werk, and not only cause political work cadres to love 
their own field of work, and study it assiduously so as to become experts and 
specialists in ideological political work, but also cause those cadres engaged 
in technical or managerial work to respect highly the efforts of political work 
cadres.

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lhe correct guiding principles of ideological-political work are establishing 
Links between people, and guiding them. If we want to put thie guiding prin- 
ciple into effect, then there must be close communication between leaders and 
the masses, they must eee each other openly, discuss problema on an equal basis, 
and from this proceed to a clear distinction of right and wrong, awaken their 
awareness, and unify their understanding.

they will look at thinge in completely opposite ways, which can lead to long- 
standing misunderstandings and contradictions. If leading cadres regularly can 
be active among the masses, engage more in heart-to-heart talke with them and 
have meaningful contacts with them on a regular basis, then this ideological 
lack of unanimity will be eliminated, those misunderstandings and contradictions 
that ought not to exist will be eliminated and, in consequence, ideological 
complexes and vague conceptions will be cleared up. What we must still pay 
attention to here is the fact that within the life of our society there is still 
an extreme minority of hostile elements who always look for an opportunity to 
spread reactionary thinking, create confusion and, in particular, vie with us to 
influence our youth.

One can see that whether or 
not one has communist ideals mokes a great deal of difference in the way one 
behaves. 


Idealism is a yearning for good things, and is an immense spiritual force. To 
be a Communist Party member, the highest ideal of communism is to struggle to 
the end of one's life to eliminate classes and oppression, to eliminate poverty 
and ignorance, and to liberate the entire human race.

that there ta no way for them to stand firm; or like a emall boat that haa lost 
control, and which will sooner or later be lost on the sea of life. 


The question of ideale ia substantially a question of one's world view. The 
highest ideal of people whose lifestyle is that with a bourgeois world view is 

to “stress real advantage, and think about money,” and to seek ease and enjoy~ 
ment. And the ideal of the petty-bourgeois clase is merely “the comfort of a 
emall family." The spiritual world of Communist Party members ia a completely 
different matter, It is not that they don't want material advantages; however, 
they are absolutely incapable of being corroded by the corrupt thinking of bene- 
fiting oneself at the expense of others and thinking solely of gain. They do 

not seek their own selfish interests; what they strive for is the good fortune 
and happiness of the masses of people. This belief does not arise from a moment's 
enthusiasm or groundless imagination; and it is not subject to change in accordance 
with people's advantage or disadvantage, but, rather, it is founded on scientific 
knowledge of the objective laws of social development. For this reason, if a 
Communist Party member really wishes to implant communist ideale in himself, he 
must make a great effort to study Marxiem-Leninism and Mao Zedong Thought, and 
continuously remake his world view in the course of practice. 


Reality and ideal are after all separated by a rather great distance, and arduous 
striving on the part of a good many generations of people will be required to 
close the gap.

As far as this matter of fundamental 
interest is concerned, the overwhelming majority of youth in our region have behaved 
themselves, and have acted in a positive and forward-looking manner. This is the 
mainstream of our society.

Among them are “Lei Feng-type good 
militiaman" Song Baoguang [1345 1405 0342], young apprentice worker Su Zhong [5685 
0022| who sacrificed his life to save the lives of others, model CYL member Song 
Wendong [1345 2429 2767], national model worker Zang Qing [5258 7230], national 
model New Long March shock team member Hou Wanmei [0186 5502 5019] known for his 
high quality and high speed performances in production, and national New Lorg March 
shock team member Lu Li [5684 5461]. They are activists in socialist construction 
and models worthy of emulation by other youth throughout the region. But while 
noting this good mainstream of society, we must also pay attention to problems that 
exist among some youth today. As a result of sabotage by Lin Biao and the "gang 

of four,” many youth of today have no rudimentary political knolwedge because they 
have not wanted to study hard. For example, they do not know: What does Marxism-

Why do some youth scoff at those morally decent 
and hard working model workers, want to hurt them with sarcastic remarks, attack 
them and give them a hard time rather than emulate them in action? Why are some 
youth willing to be used by a few individuals who desire to plunge the world into 
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chavs, and commit crimes’? Thie fully shows how important it ia to educate youth in 
the concept of allegiance to the four basic principles, current policies, philosophy 
of life, and communist morality. We must persuade youth to understand correctly 
Marxism-Lenintem-Mao Zedong Thought, and remind them that they must understand the 
people's democratic dictatorship or the dictatorship of the proletariat, the super- 
lority of the socialist system and the fact that this young generation can achieve 
nothing if it chooses to dissociate itself from the party leadership.

ECONOMIC ACHLEVEMENTS, POLITICAL SITUATION REVIEWED

[Talke on current evente: “How To Look At Our Country's Present Situation") 


[Text] Editor's note: In response to the demands from comrades 
dedicated to political work in localities and army units, beginning 
with this tesue, a new “Current Events” columm is added to this 
publication as reference material for propagandists and briefers 

of various units to convey better our current policies to the public. 


Through the study of the documents on the Central Work Conference, we are confronted 
with the following queetion: How should the current situation in our ccuntry be 
evaluated? 


Any assesement of the situation on the homefront should contain the following two 
Aspects: 1. the economic situation; 2. the political situation. An overall 
observation shows that during the past several years, we have seen our domestic 
situation improve year after year, the economic situation take a new turn for the 
better and the political situation grow more stable each year. 


Let us first discuss the economic situation. While assessing the economic 
situation, we must first take into account this question: How are 800 million or 
more people in the countryside faring? The rural residents account for 80 percent 
of the nation's population while agriculture is the foundation of our national 
economy. How the sector of agriculture is faring will have a pivotal impact on 
the situatuion on the homefront as a whole. If we go to the countryside on an 
observation tour of what has happened there, and compare it with our achievements 
of a few years ago, we note that the situation in the countryside is really 
improving. Last year agricultural production suffered when north China was hit 

by droughts and south China was plagues by floods, both of which had been seen for 
decades. Despite this, we still reaped a relatively good crop, thanks to the 
thorough implementation of the correct agricultural policy, especially the policy 
to put into effect a system of dividing the responsibility among the people, 
formulated by our party and government to encourage cadres and commune members in 
the countryside to work harder than ever. The gross output of grains was estimated 
at nearly 316 million tons, second only to 1979 in grain output, since the founding 
of the new China. The cotton output was estimated at 2.6 million tons or more, up 
more than 400,000 tons from the level of 1979, hitting the highest mark in the 
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histery of the PRC, The output of oilebearing crops and sugarcane increased by 
mre than 10 percent based on the 1979 bumper harvests. Great progress has been 
made in developing the multipurpose economy and sideline production engaged in by 
families of commune members, thus giving impetus to the rural economy. In 1979 and 
1980, the development of agricultural preduction and the increase in the purchase 
peices of agricultural producte and sideline produce provided peasants with 4 
additional 25.8 billion yuan from these sales alone. 


It is particularly gratifying to note that radical changes have taken place in 
many poverty belte during the past | or 2 years. This has reversed a situation of 
many yeare in which "food grains were imported, welfare doled out, and loane granted 
for production.” Meanwhile, income of collectives and individual peasants is also 
higher than ever. A few years ago, 4 large number of peasants in Liaocheng Pre- 
fecture, Shandong Province, were forced every spring to leave their homeland to 
eke out a living eleewhere. Now the situation there is improving. The prefecture 
hae 1.02 million peasant households, over 600,000 of which can earn over 500 yuan 
from distributton, over 3,000 can receive 3,000 yuan from distribution, and some 
can raise this income up to 10,000 yuan. Fengyang County, Anhui Province, is known 
for “flower drums.” When living in the old society, the masses there had to spend 
year after year away from their homes, playing "flower drums” and singing to the 
tune of a song: "“Fengyang hae something to talk about and something worthy of 
discussion, that is, there is a famine every 9 years out of 10," in exchange for 
foods. Up to a few years ago, Fengyang remained a nationally known poor country 
depending on the state for its supply of grains during most of the year. Last 
year, the county had 10,300 farm households each storing 10,000 jin of grains in 
their granaries. A few years ago, many commune members in Yunwu District of 
Guiding County, Guizhou Province, were so poor that they could not afiord to buy 
lamp kerosene. Today, the district has transformed one-third of the poor produc- 
tion teams into rich units, and many peasant households into affluent families 
claiming 10,000 jin of grains in stock. Of these households, 79 have 1,000 jin of 
edible ofl in stock. Many commune members in these localities said: "This is the 
best time we have ever dreamed of." 


When the peasants become rich, they think of building new homes. Last year, the 
number of homes built in the countryside hit the highest mark since liberation. 

In Zhejiang Province alone, the homes completed in the countryside occupied over 

10 million square meters in floor space. In north Shaanxi, an old revolutionary 
base area, one-third of peasant households rebuilt their homes in caves. When 
commune members become rich, they become interested in consumer goods. At present, 
wrist watches, bicycles, sewing machines, radio sets, cotton polyesters, and 

other commodities are in great demand at rural markets. 


Last year, the situation on the industrial production front was also good as the 
structure of industrial enterprises began to move in the direction of logical 
coordina, on; the growth rate of light industry continued to outpace the growth 

rate of heavy industry. Last year, the growth rate of the value of light industrial 
output was estimated at 17.4 percent or better than the planned target of 8 percent. 
Although the growth rate of heavy industry slowed down to 1.6 percent, it increased 
the variety and specifications of its products and improved their quality. Under 
the impact of a slight slash in energy output, the growth rate of gross industrial 
output value was estimated at 8.4 percent exceeding the desired target of 6 percent. 
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There are improvements in the liveliheed of workers. Last year, the average annual 
wages of workers employed by unite under the system of ownership by the whole 
people were up nearly 60 yuan from the 1979 level. In 1979 and 1980, 16 million 
people were placed in jobs in cities throughout the country. Last year, with the 
conatruction of housing unite picking up epeed, homes occupying 78 million or more 
uquare meters in floorepace were built and completed. Last year, the purchasing 
power in rural and urban areas of the country was gore than 30 billion yuan greater 
than in the previous year. The supply of commodities to the markets also increased 
by big margine. 


An overall! observation reveals that our current very favorable situation has rarely 
been seen since the founding of new China. Although we are not enjoying the best 
year, we are enjoying 4 very good year rarely seen before. 


With such a favorable economic situation developing in our country, why do some 
people declare that there is still a “potential danger"? What does this danger 
imply? This refers to the fact that in the implementation of 1980 plane, we must 
pay serious attention to the following problem: Financial deficite continue to 
loom large, money supply etill exceeds demand, forcing the prices of many commodi- 
ties to tive. If this situation is not dealt with seriously, and if we allow it 
to develop continuously without taking strong measures to cope with it, we may 
expect to face 4 serious consequence in many aspects of life. Thus far, this danger 
ie eatill latent. It is a “potential danger” not easily visible to the eyes of the 
general public just as a submerged reef is invisible to passengers aboard a ship 
sailing on the high sea. However, an experienced pilot riveting his eyes to the 
churning waters around his ship is always the first to discover submerged reefs, 

to alert passengers aboard to the danger ahead, to advise them not to do anything 
foolish, but to be calm without any panic. He would also call on them to cooperate 
in steering the ship clear of submerged reefs and toward safety. Today, after 
clearly seeing the potential danger in our national economy, the Central Committee 
has spontaneously put into effect a measure to further readjust the economy, while 
calling on the people throughout the country to work together to overcome this 
potential danger. As long as all our localities and units bear in mind the overall 
interest, resolutely enforce the economic readjustment measures, we can certainly 
steer our national economy onto the track of coordination and healthy development. 


The potential danger we refer to reminds us not only of the financial deficit and 
inflation, but also the problem of prices which needs to be further corrected. 
From the fundamental point of view, the principal danger results from failure to 
remove the "leftist" ideology from our economic work. In a nutshell, the financial 
difficulties reflect an overall picture of an unreasonable economic structure and 
poor economic performances under the guidance of the “leftist” ideology. Today, 
the Central Committee has solemnly pointed out this problem and has called for 

the mobilization of the entire party, the entire army and the people throughout the 
country conscientiously to study the documents on the Central Work Conference, to 
raise their political consciousness, to remove the "leftist" ideology from our 
economic work, and to strive to do a good job in the field of economic readjustment 
and to develop an excellent situation. 


Then how is the political situation faring? The present political situation is not 
only proved to be better than at anytime before the Third Plenum but also far 
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better and more stable than that in 1979, and the spring of 1960. It promises 
Ateater progress in the future, 


Ae a result of @ well-balanced development of agricultural production in rural 
China, which hae led peasante to raiee their living standards markedly, the masses 
are brimming with joy, bringing their positive and creative role into full piay. 
Economic prosperity ie essential to the development of the political situation in 
the countryside, in which peasants will demonstrate greater love and support for 
the party and the work style of cadres will undergo radical changes, and the people 
there will feel more secure than ever. Lankao County in Henan Province and Hese 
County in Shandong Province were areas beset with economic difficulties. A few 
years ago, many peasants there expressed dissatisfaction with the “leftist” policy 
which caueed them to lose confidence in socialist construction. Today, in response 
to the bumper agricultural harvests, a result of the enforcement of the system of 
responsibility, the peasants there say: “The joint venture in production has 
united ue ae one, has changed our lives radically in a matter of | year, has enabled 
us to trade potatoes for steamed bread, and has led bachelors to marry."

TRENDS OF ‘RESTRICTIONS’ VERSUS ‘RELAXATION’ IN BEIJING

(/Excerptg7 It looke as though this winter's trend of “restrictions” is different 
from that of the year before last. In the trend of “restrictions” that year, those 
ranging from “holding different political views" to “wearing different clothes" were 
all awept away, whereas the trend of “restrictions” this time is concentrated only 
on those “holding different political views." 


YOUTHS’ DRAFT ARTICLES and the Minister of Propaganda 


Privately published journals “holding different political views" have long been 

swept clean by the previous trend of “restrictions.” But the spearhead of the 
direction of “restrictings” this time has somehow begun to take on as targets certain 
officially published journals which once published articles similar to those “holding 
different political views.” 


As 1 promendaded with a well-informed Beijing friend along the thoroughfare Changan 
Street, he told me the experience of an officially published journal that has met 
up with this trend of “restrictions.” 


This publication is called QINGNIAN WENGAO /YOUTHS' DRAFT ARTICLES7, which is 
published internally by the Chinese Academy of Social Sciences. This journal has 
so far published only one number, and in this lone number are some young people's 
articles which are relatively accustomed to “relaxation,” such as Hu steed on 
16277 article on freedom of expression and the press, Chen Ping's /7115 1627/7 article 
on agricultural socialism, and articles on family and the marriage system written by 
several female youths. 


These articles are actually all purely theoretical; only their ideas are relatively 
liberal. But this already has proved to be beyond the tolerance of certain power- 
holders; through various pressures, they are attempting to force QINGNIAN WENGAO to 
stop publishing. At present, this journal is facing the crisis of an untimely death. 


The spearhead of the trend of “restrictions” this time has touched not only young 
people's articles. Even certain expressive articles of high-ranking cadres of the 
Party Central Committee have been scratched to some degree. 
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"Mont interesting is the case of the minister of propaganda,” said this friend, 
"This minister wrote an article expounding democracy, and after he finished writing 
it, he sent it to the Academy of Social Sciences. But suddenly he heard from above 
of the orientation toward ‘restrictions,’ and he also learned that his article was 
liable to be criticized, Hence he took a bus and went in a hurry to the Academy of 
hovial Beiences in an attempt to request the return of his article. But the 
responsible person would not return it to him, In the end, his article was still 
Criticized,” 


This Minister of propaganda was not the only high-ranking cadre to be subject to 
eriticiom,; the vice president of the Academy of Social Sciences who first approved 
the publication of QINGNIAN WENGAO, Yu Guangyuan (6060 0342 66787, was in fact the 
fitst to bear the brunt of the eritician. 


Yu Guangyuan and the Election Disturbance 


Very recently, the president of the Academy of Social Sciences, Hu Qiaomu /5170 

0829 2606/ was ready to retire because of age; but who was to fill the vacancy? Vice 
President Yu Guangyuan was the commonly acknowledged successor. But a rather dramatic 
disturbance somehow occurred at the most recent meeting to exchange opinions con- 
cerning candidates for president. 


Tiis meeting was attended by the president and vice presidents of the Academy of 

social Sciences, the directors and deputy directors of various research institutes 
under the jurisdiction of the Academy of Social Sciences, and various relevant persons. 
After the deliberations began, Yu Guangyuan appeared to be focus of general attention, 
and all speakers seemed to think Yu Guangyuan should be the one to take over the 
presidency. 


As the meeting approached the end, Yu Guangyuan left his seat to go to the washroom. 
Precisely during those few minutes, a dramatic change suddenly took place in the 
meeting hall. 


A vice president first stood up to speak and expressed many critical opinions about 
Yu Gangyuan. Following him, several others also broached similar opinions. These 
people all seemed to have been prepared in advance, as they all held ready notes 
and documents. 


The direction of the wind inthe meeting hall immediately changed. 
The criticism against Yu Guangyuan included mainly the following points: 


The first was that Yu Guangyuan allowed young people to express “different political 
views.” Even though he did not agree with many of the young people's viewpoints, 
he still iet them publish them. Inauguration of QINGNIAN WENGAO was one example. 


The second was that when Yu Guangyuan once spoke at the party school, he expressed 
strong dissatisfaction withthe party committee at the University of Hunan. An 
election disturbance took place at the university last year; a Chinese student who 
had married a foreigner wanted to participate in the campaign, but the university 
would not allow him. Later, the party committee at the university even issued a 
document to say that the reason the student was not a good candidate was precisely 
because he had married a foreigner. When Yu Guangyuan spoke there, he threw this 
document on the rostrum to show his indignation. 
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The third was certain questions concerning his private life. For instance, Yu 
Guangyuan has two daughters studying abroad at their own expense; thus, others have 
alleged that this was arranged for his daughters through his own privileged relations. 
In reality, thie was not che case. Yu Guangyuan never bothered about matters per- 
taining to his daughters studying abroad. Also, when Yu Guangyuan went abroad on 
ntudy visite, he stayed at relatively expensive hotels; this, too, became a big 

target of criticism on the part of those people. 


When Yu Guangyuan returned from the washroom, the atmosphere in the meeting hall had 
already drastically changed from support for Yu Gaungyuan to take over the presidency 
to criticiem against Yu Gaungyuan. The meeting thus wound up in a hurry, and it looks 
as though the matter of Yu Guangyuan's taking over the presidency has now falled 
through. 


hlected Deputy at Beijing University Subject to Criticism 


In the election of district and county people's deputies that took place last fall, 
some universities were very active. Quite a few people came forward to campaign as 
independent candidates, and they expressed many opinions characterized by the 
erstwhile atmosphere of “relaxation.” The upper stratum of the Chinese Communist 
Party was very unhappy about this. 


The deputy elected by Beijing University was Hu Ping. The CCP Central Committee 
issued the criticism that he had “resorted to a Cultural Revolution-style" movement, 
and it even dispatched a directive forbidding newspapers and journals from publishing 
Hu Ping's writings. Because it published Hu Ping's article on freedom of expression 
and the press, QINGNIAN WENGAO was thus also subject to criticism. Actually, Hu 
Ping's viewpoints and opinions were relatively moderate--not as radical as those of 
some other campaigners. 


The Dissatisfaction of Military Men 


As this spring wears on, quite a few articles critical of the “left” have appeared in 
Chinese Communist newspapers and journals; it seems that the trend of “restrictions” 
itself is about to wind up. Is the Chinese Communist Party once more ready to 
tolerate young people “holding different political views?" 


According to what this Beijing friend, who is well acquainted with the inside story, 
said, this is not necessarily the case. If this trend of “restrictions' was aimed at 
those “holding different political views,” then this trend of “relaxation” manifest 
in the criticism of the left was directed at certain personalities within the party 
and within the army. 


A number of people within the army have been rather unhappy, or not entirely happy, 
about the present Chinese Communist line, principles, policies, and measures. Some 
were rather angry with the reduction in the national defense budget. It is said 
that the air force commander in the Lanzhou Military Region wrote a letter to Deng 
Xiaoping putting forward many suggestions concerning the reduction in the national 
defense budget. There were others who harbored feelings of dissatisfaction because 
during the trial of the Lin Biao and Jiang Qing counterrevolutionary cliques, the 
shady conditions inside the army were greatly exposed and this resulted in lowered 
prestige for the troops. 
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The Poignant Hua Guoteng Question 


The question of Hua Guofeng has also been a reason for certain people within the 
party and within the army to feel unhappy. 


This triend who knows the inside story especially related to me the details as to 
why Hua Guofeng did not attend the New Year's Day tea party. 


Many people attended the tea party that day, and seats were rather chaotically 
placed, but three of the seate were clearly designated for Hua Guofeng, Deng Xiaoping, 
and Zhao Ziyang. When it was time for the party to begin and Hua Guofeng still had 
not shown up, the atmosphere in the party hall started to seem rather strange. Only 
those members of the minority nationalities who did not know the background continued 
to chatter in their merry and boisterous way, whereas all the others began to feel 
rather tense. Half an hour Later, people saw Hu Yaobang hurry into the hall and 

walk up to Deng Xiaoping to speak to him in a hushed voice: “Hua Guofeng does not 
want to come." Because he was rather hard of hearing and did not get very clearly 
what was said, Deng Xiaoping asked in a loud voice: “What?” Hu Yaobang then 
repeated it in a loud voice; thus, many in the hall heard him. 


All of these subtle activities and conversations were recorded by the Beijing tele- 
vision station, which was taping the meeting in the hall at the time. After the 
meeting, Hu Yaobang made it a point to rush to the teamtoorder: this portion of 
the tape is definitely not allowed to be shown. 


Even though the tape was not shown, the “grapevine news" about the tea party somehow 
spread to the whole city. The people's reactions to this event differed a great deal. 


A certain high-ranking official of one of the machine building ministries held that 
it was excessive to force Hua Guefeng to attend the tea party. He was not happy 
about the way the Hua Guofeng question was solved. 


The opinion of this high-ranking official was to a certain extent representative 

among the cadres. Precisely because of this, those within the party have never achieved 
a unified view on the question of what office Hua Guofeng should occupy hereafter. 

This has also been one of the reasons why the Sixth Plenary Session of the llth Party 
Central Committee could not be held at the beginning of this year as had been 

scheduled.

BRIEF BIOGRAPHIES OF LEADING DISSIDENTS

WANG XIZHE (3769/1585/0079)--33 years old; ancestral home--Szechuan; grew up in 
Canton. In 1966, at the beginning of the Cultural Revolution, joined the Red 
Guards at Canton No 17 Middle School. He was imprisoned in 1967 and after 1 year 
was sent down to the Yingde Farm and was put under "the supervision of the masses." 
He returned to Canton in 1969, In 1973, together with Li Zhengtian (2621/2973/ 
L131), Chen Yiyang (7115/0001/7122) and Guo Hongzhi (6753/7703/1807) he wrote "On 
Socialist Democracy and Law'=-the celebrated "Li Yi Zhe Wall Poster." In 1974, 

"Li Yi Zhe" began to be criticized and denounced, and in 1977 they were arrested 
and imprisoned. They were released and aleo rehabilitated at the end of 1978. 

In recent years, Wang has been engaged in the study of Marxist theory. Many of 

his papers have been reprinted in overseas publications. They include: the 
September 1979 "Strive to Achieve the Dictatorship of the Proletariate"; the 

May 1980 "The Direction of Democracy"; the October 1980 "An Open Letter to Delegates 
to the 5th NPC Session About the Liu Qing (0491/7230) Affair"; and the February 
1981 "Mao Zedong and the Cultural Revolution." 





YANG JING (2799/7231)--From Hubei, born in 1946; graduated from junior middle 

school at Beijing's No 3 Middle School in 1962. He then worked in a factory. 

Before his arrest he was a worker at the Beijing Steel Rolling Mill. In November 
1980, after the APRIL FIFTH FORUM resumed publication, Yang Jing was its principal 
responsible person. APRIL FIFTH FORUM is the most influential popular publication 
of the North China area. Yang maintains that China can achieve the "four moderniza- 
tions" only by carrying out thorough-going reform. 


XU WENLI (1776/2429/4539)--38 years old, married. Joined the PLA in 1963 after 
graduating from senior middle school. After being demobilized, he was transferred 
to be a Railway Bureau signal light repairman. In 1979, he and some friends 
established the APRIL FIFTH FORUM and he became one of its principal responsible 
persons. But in 1980, under pressure from the Chinese Government, APRIL FIFTH 
FORUM was forced to cease publication. When his proposal to disband the APRIL 
FIFTH FORUM was not accepted, he withdrew from the publication. Thereafter, he 
directed the popular periodicals MAN, THE PRESENT AGE and REPORT ON STUDIES, which 
was circulated only by hand. He advocates “cooperating with the government, 
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engaging in mutual supervision and solving problems together" and believes that the 
people "must have freedom of speech and the press." 


FU SHENQL (0265/3947/1142)--Born in 1954 to a Shanghai worker family. After 
graduation from middle school he became a worker in the Shanghai Power Plant. 

In 1977 he was admitted to the Shanghai No 4 Normal School, Because of illness, 

he applied to return to hie factory at the end of 1978. He ie a member of the 
Communiat Youth League. In 1978 he participated in the Democracy Movement, 
organizing the "Promotion Society" (now disbanded). In June 1979, along with other 
figures, he atarted the popular publication THE VOICE OF THE PEOPLE. In mid-1980, 
after the All-China Association of Popular Publications was founded, he began to 
supervise the publication of ite periodical, RESPONSBILITY. This periodical has 
now published at least nine issues. In 1980 Mr Fu took part in the Shanghai city 
election campaign for peoples' deputies, advocating opposition to bureaucracy and 
thoroughgoing reform. But he was obstructed by the government and lost the election, 


HE QIU (0149/3061)=-Born in 1948. After graduating in 1965 he was admitted to the 
Canton Shipyard's School for Skilled Workers. During the Cultural Revolution, he 
joined the Red Guards’ “Linking together" movement. In 1968 he became a shipyard 
worker. In 1972, he was sentenced to 3 yeare in prison for discussing political 
problems in a letter to his older brother. In 1979 he established the popular 
publication THE PEOPLES' ROAD. At the end of August and during September 1980 

He Qiu was arrested twice for planning and organizing the "All-China Asssociation 
of Popular Publications" and for planning to rescue Liu Qing. He was, however, 
soon released. 


WANG RONGQING (3769/2837/3237)--38 years old, a Hangzhou worker; participated in 
the Democracy Movement in 1978, joined the "April Fifth Periodical Society" in 
1979, formed the popular periodical OF THE RIVER with friends in September 1980. 


ZHENG YULIN (6774/3768/2651)--Editor of the Wenzhou popular publication THE CRY. 
At the beginning of 1980 he organized a petition to obtain rights to housing. 
The petition was successful. Between September and October of the same year he 
was detained by the authorities for going south to participate in organizing the 
All-China Association of Popular Publications and for planning actions to rescue 
Liu Qing. 


ZHONG YUEQIU (6945/4727/4424)--23 years old, born into a cadre family. A worker 
in the Canton Shao Guan Smelting Factory. In 1979, he established the popular 
periodical THE VOICE OF THE MASSES in the factory where he worked. It publicized 
the Democracy Movement and attacked bureaucracy. In 1980 he participated in the 
city's election campaign for peoples’ deputies. During the campaign he won worker 
support by saying that he wanted to solve over 30 problems for the workers. But 
the government forcibly appointed six candidates, excluding him from the list of 
candidates. In 1980 he was arrested in Canton along with He Qiu and others and 
was later released. 


SUN FENG (1327/6265)--A worker in Qingdao city, Shandong Province; editor-in-chief 
of SFA FOAM. His rather well-known article, "Letter to Yan Zhongping (2518/0112/ 
1627)", written in January 1979, criticized the CCP central leadership's policy 

of “tightening up.”

‘ANTIRIGHTIST' CRITICISM OF LITERARY CIRCLES PERSISTS

/Excerpts/ When I dropped by to visit several friends in literary circles, one clear 
impression I got was that their talk was no longer as pleasant, open, and straight- 
forward as it used to be some time ago. Astonished, I asked the reasons. The 
friends said: “Except in the case of bosom friends nowadays, people seldom talk 

very much.” Why there should have emerged such a situation, similar to that in the 
days of the 10-year catastrophe, in which people cultivate caution on small and 
minute things and guard against each other? Is the Chinese Communist Party not con- 
tinually cleansing away the ideological influence of the “left” nowadays? One of the 
statements of these friends later made me realize all of a sudden: “All units have 
been ‘antileft,' but only literary circles are ‘antiright.'* 


“Literary Circles Are the Source of Trouble" 


At a meeting of the Chinese Communist Party Central Committee's Commission for 
Inspection of Discipline, the wife of a certain deceased eminent personality said: 
“The reason we are facing such chaos today is all because of the doings in literary 
circles...." Such a stern reproach of literary circles probably made even Minister 
Zhou Yang of the Central Propaganda Department, who was present on that occasion, 
uncomfortable! Actually, this lady probably forgot that her own husband was also a 
representative personality whose case of having suffered injustice had just been 
rectified. Small wonder that someone observed, not without sarcasm: “To rectify 
the case of XXX should perhaps be regarded as the greatest mistake.” But others 
complained: “Everybody tries to bother literary circles, and even when the Commission 
for Inspecting Discipline holds a meeting, it chooses to reproach literary circles." 


For many years, literary circles have always been regarded as an object for reform. 
Since such “leftist” thinking still will not dissipate even to this day, how can it 
fail to make intellectuals fall silent in the face of progressively intensifying 
trends of “restriction” and feel worried? 


JIEPANGJUN BAO Criticizes Bai Hua 
"The Sun and the Man,” a movie based on the drama “Bitter Love,” has experienced all 


kinds of sufferings in the face of the Chinese Communist Party's "restriction, 
restriction, relaxation, relaxation." 
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An soon ae the drama “Bitter Love" came off the press, it immediately aroused 
drastic reactions. In the ranks of the Chinese Communist troops, in particular, it 
in said that a certain military region submitted a report to the Military Commission 
saying that this deama was an “antiparty” “poisonous weed" and demanding that the 
punishment of dismissal from the army and dismissal from party membership be meted 
out to the author. Although Deng Xiaoping also saw this movie and indicated that he 
did not get a good impression from it, the CCP Central Committee did not approve the 
military region's request and merely required that the movie be revised, It is said 
that it has been revised in three places: 


The ticst ia the deletion from the dialogue of the sentence "You love your motherland, 
but does your motherland love you?"--which is regarded as reactionary. 


The second is deletion of the scene of a golden Buddhist statue being darkened by 
smoke--which is supposed to reflect superstition toward Mao individually. 


The third is modification of the end, which showed a big question mark on the screen, 


Hut triends who have seen the revised movie say: “Perhaps the problem still arises 

at the end." This is because the director has changed the big question mark at the 
end into a red sun with six big dots, used as omission marks, coming one after another 
from the center of the sun, accompanied by the ringing of one bell after another. 

This probably once more suggests “reflection.” 


The revised “The Sun and the Man” still has not been issued to the public today, but 
is specified to be shown only to medium and higher level cadres, so that cadres 

from division and bureau chiefs up can all see it. After many years of experience 
with “movements,” people have been saying privately that all seems to bode ill rather 
than well for this movie. Right away, in early April, it was heard that author Bai 
Hua would be subject to open criticism. 


Sure enough, on 18 April, newspapers of the Chinese Communist military proceeded to 
criticize Bai Hua. This was also the first time that the Chinese Communists had 
criticized an intellectual by name since the Cultural Revolution. Of course, an 
appraisal, which is lighter than a criticism, had already appeared. Especially 
salient was the fact that another author, Wang Ruowang [3769 5387 2598/, was already 
subject to a “siege.” RENMIN RIBAO, SHIDAIDI BAOGAO /REPORT OF THE ERA/7 and 
JIEPANGJUN WENYI /LIBERATION ARMY LITERATURE/ all carried articles criticizing 
articles by Wang Ruowang such as “'In the Pay of...' and the Like,” "“Antibureaucratism 
and Interference in People's Lives," “Don't Bluff and Bluster,"” "Continue To ‘Set 

Up a Defense at Each Step,'” etc. 


The Fate of “Bitter Love" and People's Views 


With respect to the fate of the play "Bitter Love” written by Bai Hua being subject 
to open criticism, everybody was talking about the incident in literary circles. 


"Fine! The play is well written, and the movie is well produced.” 


"Things may be like this, but there is no need to write about them in this way. Bai 
Hua is too eager to show off." 


"A political sacrifice!" 
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Amid such a topsy-turvy expression of opinions, the view of most people is that, as 
the representative who bears the brunt of the impact of the trend of “restrictions” 
in this period, Bai Hua deserves sympathy. But in literary art circles, many per- 
wonalities whose thinking inclines to be liberal also have their own views of Bai 
liua. Generally, they think Bai Hua has been making too much fuss by giving talks 
everywhere with the result that the relatively more liberal and liberated situation 
that has just appeared in literary creation is now becoming affected." 


Although Hu Yaobang has indicated his attitude that from now on there would be no 
more attacks against “rightists" or designations of any persons as “poisonous weeds,” 
in an atmosphere wherein various localities and departments have been examining 
"problem" articles during the past 4 years, and especially in certain districts where 
"the sky is very high and the emperor is very far away," and where people think of 
"rain" as soon as they hear about "wind" by establishing new labels or even “making 
up a number of cases according to the number of heads,” there seems to be quite a 
readiness to hurl sticks and labels at people at all times. A personage from the 
literary circles of a remote region sighed with feeling: "An order issued in the 
morning can be changed in the evening. Many persons no longer wish to write any- 
thing any more." But my friend said: “It wouldn't be too bad if people just 

stopped writing, but they might not even dare to speak any more." 


A Different Fate--"Legend in Tianyun Mountains” 





In contrast to the experience of Bai Hua's work being subject to criticism, after the 
"Night Rain in Bashan,” authored by his twin brother Lin Nan /2651 28097, was made 
into a movie, it somehow won the first prize for the best film in 1980. The one 
which won second prize was “Legend in Tianyun Mountains." 


These two films were subject to the criticism and reproach of some people a while ago. 
"Night Rain in Bashan" was accused of “showing not a single bad character in the 

whole play, and hence reflecting the theory of the dying off of class struggle." 
“Legend in Tianyun Mountains" was criticized by certain bigshots thus: "Are 

rightists all that good?" "Perhaps old cadres are not all that bad!" Of more 
interest was the fact that the “Document No 7" passed down by the CCP Central Com- 
mittee during this year's spring festival presc.ibed that from now on, people should 
no longer write literature about scars like the "“antirightist struggle” and the "Cul- 
tural Revolution.” But between the two selected films, "Night Rain in Bashan” 
happened to have been written about nothing other than the scars of the "Cultural 
Revolution,” and “Legend in Tianyun Mountains” happened to have been written precisely 
about the scars of the "“antirightist struggle.” From this, we can see that there is 
quite a distance, or there are even mutual contradictions, between the views and 
tastes of those people andthe masses of people as well as “workers, peasants, and 
soldiers." 


It Is Possible To See a New Movement To “Expose” and "Criticize” 
“How are the works deemed ‘problematical’ through the investigation process and their 


authors to be disposed of?" I could not help asking this question in a solicitous 
way. 
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"I hav: heard that the spirit of the Party Central Committee is to proceed to ‘expose’ 
and ‘criticize’ but not to punish the persons involved, nor to attach any ‘labels’ 

to them.” My friend's anewer was not very affirmative; perhaps the frequently changing 
policies have made it impossible for people to relish absolute confidence, Hence, 

my friend supplemented it with the statement: “Of course, neither is the taste of 
being ‘exposed' and ‘criticized’ easy to sav «." 


"I heard that one of the responsible persons of the journal SHIDAIDI BAOGAO, Huang 
Gang /7806 69217, made a critique with respect to Bai Hua's ‘opinions’ which lasted 
as leng as 2 hours.” My friend also told me of this situation, which I do not 
believe is a false report. 


Ever since “Document No 9," which attacked “illegal journals and illegal organi- 
zations” with fanfare, was passed down, everybody thought that it was aimed only at 
privately published journals and privately formed organizations. Actually, this was 
not entirely the case. 


At the "National Conference on Large-Type Literary Journals" convened in Zhenjiang, 
Jiangsu, in late November last year, those who attended included the responsible 
persons and editors of 26 large-type literary journals from various provinces and 
municipalities. The Central Propaganda Department's Bureau of Literature and Art 
and people from WENYI BAO /LITERARY JOURNAL/ also participated in che conference. 
The “China Editorial Association of Large-Type Literary Journals” was organized and 
inaugurated during the conference, and a decision was made to plan the publication 
of a series. 


At just about the same time, the three provinces of the Northeast also convened the 
“Northeastern Conference on Poetry and Songs” in Harbin. That conference decided to 
organize the “Northeastern Association of Poets" and also planned to publish the 
journal HU /TIGEL/. 


but the document handed down not long ago has already designated these two conferences 
as conferences “not investigated and approved by the Party Central Committee;" hence 
they are “illegal.” Now they are required to dissolve the established organizations 
and stop the inaugurated journals. 


With even these two conferences, which may be said to be semiofficial facing such a 
situation, one can imagine the fate of other privately published journals. It is said 
that a conference on “underground journals” was convened in Guangzhou earlier, and 
this was also among the data investigated by, and under the control of, the public 
security departments. 


A Brief Sketch of Bai Hua--by Wu Ming /1566 0682/7 


Bai Hua was originally named Chen Guhua /7115 0131 54787; he was born on 20 November 
1930 and is a native of Xinyang Municipality, Henan Province. 


Bai Hua started his sparetime activity in literary creation in 1946. In the fall 
of that same year, he joined the Chinese People's Liberation Army. He has served 
as a propagandist, a propaganda cadre, director of recreational clubs, etc. 








During the battle of Huaihia, Bai Hua crossed the Changjiang with his unit; during 
the battles by hie unit along the march toward the Great Southwest, he wrote poems, 
handbille, and correspondence reporte,. 


In 1951, Bai Hua began to write novels, poetry and songs, prose, cinema plays, and 
uther such spacetime creations, 


in 1952, Bai Hua served as chief of the literary creation group of the Kunming 
Military Region; in 1955 he wae transferred as a creative writer to the office of 
literary creation in the General Political Headquarters. 


During the antirightiset struggle in 1957, Bai Hua was given the label of "great 
rightist” and sent down to a labor camp. 


in 1961, Bei Hua's label was removed, and under an arrangement by movie director Wu 
Qiang /0702 17307 he entered the Shanghai Marine Swallow Film Company to serve as a 


playwright. 
During the “Cultural Revolution’ period, Bai Hua was again brought to account. 


After the collapse of the gang of four, Bai Hua served as a playwright in the 
theatrical corps of the Political Department of Wuhan Military Region and as deputy 
direetor of the political department of the Wuhan units. 





During the early 1950's, Bai Hua published collections of his poems “The Peacock,” 

"A Crowd of Bagles,” “Reminiscences of Golder “and River,” and “The Banana Harvester's 
Song.” He also wrote a collection of novels, entitled “The Hunter's Daughter,” and 
the cinema play “The Horse Bank Emerges as Bells Ring in the Mountains.” 


Atter the downfall of the gang of four, Bai Hua wrote the plays “Dawn” (describing the 
struggle between He Long /6320 78937 and Zhang Guotao /1728 0948 36147), “Bitter Love,” 
"The Peacock Princess,” and “The Stare Are Shining Brilliantly Tonight;" the operetta 
"The Little Flying Milletone;” the short novels "A Bundle of Letters” and "The 

Ancient Route of Navigation;” and the medium-length novel “Mother, Oh, Mother.” 


When the Fourth Congress of Literary and Art Circles was held in 1979, Bai Hua made 
sharp, pointed statements at the forum of the association of authors. 
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
